JULIA BRACE=DEAF, DUMB, BLIND GIRI. 
aT THE HARTFORD ASYLUM. 
By far the most interesting subject at pres- 
ent in the institution, is the poor deaf, dumb, 
and blind girl, whose situation has been de- 
scribed in so beautiful and affecting a manner 
by Mrs. Sigourney. A charity box, the pro- 
ceeds of which are designed exclusively for 
her support, is placed at the main entrance, 
which it is certain no stranger can pass, afier 
viewing the utter desolation in which she 
has been left by nature, without dropping his 
mite. Her name is Julia Brace, and she is. 
a native of the immediate neighborhood of 
the asylum. She is the only instance of so 
great a misfortune, of which any record is 
extant, except one European boy, by the 
the name of Sedens Mitchell. He was so ir- 
ritable, that few experiments could be tried 
for his benefit; but Julia Brace, it is said, 
has been mild and docile from her childhood 
—although when I saw her, from some tem- 
'y vexation or indisposition, she was ev- 
idently somewhat out of temper. She was 
at a table, her needle-work in her lap. 
‘¢ There is nothing di able in her coun- 
tenance, but her eyes, er closed, create 
a deficiency of ex i Her complex- 
ion is fair, her smile gentle and sweet, though 
of rare occurrence; and her person some- 
what bent, when sitting, from her habits of 
fixed attention to her work. Many stran-

They would change their position with 
regard to her, and each strive to take the 
watch which did not belong to him—but 
though she might at the same time hold two 
or three, neither stratagem nor p2rsuasion 
would induce her to yicld either of them, ex- 
cept to the person from whom she received 
it. There seemed to be a principle in the 
tenacity with she adhered to this system to 
give every one his own, which may probab! 
be resolved into that moral honesty which 
has ever formed a conspicuous part of her 
character. Though nurtured in extreme 
poverty, and after her removal from the pa- 
ternal roof, in the constant habit of being in 
contact with articles of dress or food, which 
strongly tempted her desires, she has never 
been known to appropriate to herself, without 
permission, the most trifling object. In a 
well educated child this would be no remark- 
able virtue ; but in one who has had the ben- 
efit of no moral training to teach her to respect 
the right of property, and whose perfect blind- 
ness must chen render it difficult to define 
them, the incorruptible firmness of this innate 
principle is truly laudable. There is also 
connected with it a delicacy of fceling or 
scrupulousness of conscience, which renders 
it necessary in presenting her any gift, to as- 
sure her repeatedly by a sign which she un- 
derstands, that it is for her, ere she will con- 
sent to accept it.
